The  basis  of  this  volume  is  a  series  of  letters  that  passed  between  Herndon  and  Theodore  Parker 
from  1854  to  1859,  and  here  published  for  the  first  time.    They  throw  a  very  strong  light  upon  the 
political  scenes  of  that  stormy  era  and  often  in  a  startling  manner,  particularly  as  to  the  secret 
compact  between  Douglas  and  Greeley  working 
toward  the  defeat  of  Mr.  Lincoln  for  the  Senate 
in  1858.    The  book  shatters  some  favorite  legends 
and  places  the  central    figures    in  a    new    and 
clearer  light,  repealing  in  a  way  hitherto  not  at 
tempted  the  greatness  of  President  Lincoln  in  the 
setting  of  his  age. 

While  the  volume  is  primarily  devoted  to  the 
personal  as  well  as  political  friendship  of  Lincoln 
and  Herndon,  it  shows  the  great  influence  of  the 
one  upon  the  other  as  they  slowly  but  surely 
worked  out,  in  the  old  law  office  in  Springfield,  the 
solution  of  the  great  problem— a  problem  which 
was  later  to  rend  the  nation.  Incidentally  through 
the  text  a  number  of  interesting  facts  concern- 
ing the  biographers  of  Lincoln  are  for  the  first  i 
time  disclosed.  The  review  of  the  Herndon  biog- 
raphy will  help  to  set  that  much  misunderstood 
man  in  a  truer  light.  The  whole  work  abounds  . 
with  unusual  and  in  a  way  remarkable  facts,  and 
the  reader  is  greeted  on  almost  every  page  with 
some  especially  important  data  that  make  the 
book  indispensable  to  the  student  of  Lincoln  and 
his  time.  There  are  two  photogravures  and  six 
full  page  halftones  through  the  text.
